Birth and Parentage: Arthur Newman's gravestone gives his date of birth as 10 June 
1816 and his date of death as 6 March 1888.” He was born in North Carolina according 
to census records.? 


Absent a birth or death record, neither of which was created in North Carolina or 
Georgia during this time period, there is no direct evidence that Arthur was the son of 
John Newman and Nancy Brown‘ but some of the indirect evidence is shown below: 


e John Newman provided securities on Arthur's January 1846 guardianship bond 
for William Jackson Cherry.° 

e Arthur administered John's estate, applying for letters of administration on 
13 December 1852° and securing permanent letters in March 1853.’ 

e Arthur's sister Sarah was living with him in 1880.° In the final annual return on 
John Newman's estate, Sarah acknowledged receipt of her distributive share as 
an heir-at-law. Unfortunately, there is no comparable payment shown to Arthur, 
only the commission he paid to himself for administering the estate; that said, 
the amount he paid to his mother, brother and sister, $625 each, totals $1875 
and a commensurate payment to himself would account for the full $2500 
received from the land sale shown as a credit in the same return.?

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John Newman moved his family to Georgia in the late 1820s, and was first found in 
Pulaski County on the 1829 tax list with one poll and no land.'® He was a head of 
household in Pulaski County from 1830"' to 1850,'* and died there in late November 
1852.'? Nancy Newman died in January 1860." 


Marriages: Arthur was married twice. First, he married Canzada (Shiver) Cherry in 
about 1840, based on the birth year of their oldest known child. Although marriage 
records for Pulaski County are available from about 1810, no record has been found for 
this and several other marriages that almost certainly occurred there; e.g., Arthur's 
brother Edward to an unknown bride in about 1835; Canzada Shiver to James P. Cherry 
in about 1836; Catharine Newman to William G. Hunt in about 1859 and Sarah Jane 
Newman to David F. Matthews in 1865. 


Canzada Shiver 


Canzada was the daughter of Abraham Shiver and his second wife, Martha. '° Based on 
the 1850 census, she was born in Georgia in about 1816. She was first married to 
James P. Cherry, who died in about February 1838; a receipt in his estate record shows 
the making of a coffin on February 19th.'® Arthur applied for guardianship of Canzada's 
son William Jackson Cherry in January 1846, entering into bond in the sum of one 
thousand dollars with his father John Newman as his security. '” 


As guardian, Arthur sold the "Land Warrant for forty acres, number fifty five thousand 
nine hundred and one...for the benefit of said minor."'® This land was probably drawn in 
the 1832 Gold Lottery, in which 40-acre lots were distributed, but no James Cherry is 
named among the fortunate drawers and there is no mention of this land warrant in his 
estate records. However, two men named Cherry in Pulaski County drew land: George

Cherry, in Capt. Mashburn's district, drew Lot 931 in District 21, Section 3, which is 
present day Paulding County; and Lemuel Cherry, Capt. Dellman's district, drew Lot 667 
in District 4, Section 3, which is in what was originally Cass County but was renamed 
Bartow in 1861.'? More research into William Jackson Cherry and this land warrant are 
still needed. 


Canzada died on 11 October 1880 after having been an invalid confined to her bed for 
many years, according to her death notice.” On the 1880 census she was shown as 
sick or disabled with neuralgia.*" 


Martha Sanders 


Arthur married Martha Sanders on 26 October 1881*° and there were no children from 
this marriage. Martha was the daughter of Miles Sanders and Winifred Sykes.”° She 
was born in about 1836 based on the age reported for her when she died on 14 March 
1885: “Mrs. Martha Newman, wife of Mr. Arthur Newman, of this county, died very 
suddenly at their home five miles below Hawkinsville on Saturday night last of apoplexy, 
aged forty-nine years...””4 


Miles Sanders’ estate: Martha was named as the Executrix and primary legatee of her 
father's will, which was probated on 6 November 1876. He devised to her all of his 
personal and real property except for some specific bequests to his other children or 
their heirs. One of these was grandson William Chancy,”° with whom Martha was living 
in 1880°° and who later married the widow of Arthur Newman's son John.” 


Miles' real property consisted of Lots 232, 233, 248 and 249 in District 4, Pulaski 
County. Beginning in 1877 it was reported on property tax lists by "Miss Martha Sanders 
admx [sic] for Miles Sanders" and, beginning in 1882, by Arthur Newman "agt for wife."

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Since the land was left to Martha unconditionally and she predeceased Arthur, it was 
eventually part of his estate. 


Deed gift: After his marriage to Martha, Arthur took up residence with her on the land 
she had inherited, and on 11 June 1883 he deed gifted his own land to his children, 
reserving a life estate for himself. The land was described as "all being in the twelfth 
(12th) District of Pulaski County Georgia, and comprising my entire plantation and 
premises as now owned by me, on the Hayneville Public Road about [blank] miles from 
Hawkinsville, and containing four hundred forty four acres (444) more or less." More 
specifically, the land consisted of 41 acres in the north half of Lot 235, "except five acres 
to my daughter Mrs. Mathews, and five acres to my daughter Mrs. Frink which | have 
conveyed to them by deed of even date with this indenture;" Lot 236 containing 202% 
acres; and Lot 237 containing 202’ acres.® 


Arthur's death: This notice was published on Thursday Morning, 8 March 1888: 


"We regret to announce the death of Mr. Arthur Newman, a clever and good old 
citizen of this county. He died very suddenly with heart disease at his home 
three miles below Hawkinsville on Tuesday afternoon, March 6th, 1888. He had 
been up attending to business during the day, and had undertaken of a hearty 
dinner. His daughter, Mrs. Sheriff Hunt, reached him a few minutes before 
death. Mr. Newman was seventy-three years of age, and had lived in Pulaski 
County about forty-five years. His remains were buried this (Wednesday) 
afternoon in the family burial ground near his old home three miles above 
Hawkinsville."@2 


The "family burial ground" where Arthur's grave is located is now known as Hunt 
Cemetery.*° According to my father, the cemetery (which we visited in 1981) is situated 
on what was known as the Hunt Farm when Arthur's daughter Catharine and her 
husband William G. Hunt lived there. It seems likely he had learned where it was and its 
history from George Marchman, the son of William and Catharine's daughter Susie. 
George was my father's second cousin, about 25 years his senior, and | believe he was 
the source for much of the information on the Newmans that my father passed on to me. 


Arthur's is the only Newman grave marker in Hunt Cemetery though his parents, sister 
Sarah, brother Edward, wife Canzada and the children and grandchildren who 
predeceased him were probably laid to rest there as well and there are at least three 
graves that have not been identified. Arthur's wife Martha may be buried in her own

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family's graveyard, which was mentioned in her father's will as being situated ona 
quarter acre of his land which "shall never be subject to sale or trespass."*' 


Hunt Cemetery: The cemetery is located on Lot 235. As noted above, Arthur deed gifted 
the 41 acres of this lot that he still owned to his children in 1883 but he had sold 50 
acres of it to his brother Edward in February 1875.°° Edward reported it on tax lists 
through 1879, the year he died.*? After that, it was apparently reported on Arthur's tax 
list again as his total acres increased accordingly, although in 1884 his total went down 
by about 50 acres and, as agent for his sister Sarah Newman, he paid the taxes on it.*4 
Sarah sold her interest in this land to Arthur's daughter Sarah Jane on 19 March 1888, 
reserving a life estate for herself,°° and on 14 October 1889 Arthur's daughters Georgia 
Daniel and Susan Partin sold to R.T. Ragan and T.B. Ragan all their right, title and 
interest in Lots 235, 236 and 237 so Sarah was deceased by then. The land was 
described as 444 acres known as Arthur Newman's place and 50 acres known as 
Edward Newman's place and they reserved to themselves "title to our family graveyard 
on the above premises embracing one half of an acre in the form of a square."*° 


Estate:*” In his will, Arthur provided for his sister Sarah's lifetime support from his farm 
on Big Creek in Pulaski, to be operated by his Executor, Arthur's daughter Nannie C. 
Woods. Arthur's instructions were that his estate, real and personal, was not to be 
divided until after Sarah's death, and then to be sold, with one share each to go to 
Abraham W. Newman, Catharine Hunt, Nannie C. Woods, Georgia Daniel, Susan 
Partin, and Alice F. Frink, and one share to go to Laura and Hawkins Kinchen, the 
children of his deceased daughter, Anna. There was a separate bequest of $100 each 
to the Kinchen grandchildren. Arthur's will made no mention of his daughter Sarah Jane 
but her name does appear in his estate documents.*° 


On petition March 8th, the court ordered that all heirs-at-law appear and show cause 
why Arthur's will should not be proved and admitted to record; and that said heirs be 
personally served with notice and a copy of the petition. All of the named heirs were so 
served, as was Arthur's daughter Sarah Jane, as Mrs. S.J. Matthews. At court on April 
2nd, Arthur's will was proved and admitted to record; W.H. Kinchen was appointed

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guardian ad litem of his children, Laura and Hawkins; and an appraisement of Arthur's 
estate was ordered.°? In apparent contravention of Arthur's will, a public sale of his 
personal estate was held on December 6th, 1888 and brought in $955.63.*° 


A return on Arthur's estate was entered into record on 2 March 1889. Sarah Newman 
was witness on a number of receipts wherein the Executor paid various people for work 
done on the estate; i.e., washing, picking and chopping cotton, pulling fodder, cutting 
and hauling oats. Among the receipts there is one for "one suit of clothes (Buriell)" and 
a pair of shoes on March 6th; casket and hearse on March 7th; payment to W.G. Hunt 
"for crying property at the sale of the personalty of said deceased"; payment to W.H. 
Kinchen, $100 each "in full and final settlement of the specific legacy bequeathed" to 
Hawkins and Laura Kinchen; and "partial payment of my distributive share as one of the 
legatees" to A.W. Newman, Mrs. Alice F. Frink, Georgia Daniel, Susan Partin, Catharine 
Hunt, Mrs. N.C. Woods and W.H. Kinchen in behalf of his children Laura and Hawkins.“ 


In November 1889, Nannie petitioned the court for leave to sell Lots 232, 233, 248 and 
249, stating that under the provisions of Arthur's will they were to remain unsold during 
the life of his sister Sarah Newman, now deceased, "who was to receive a support out 
of the annual profits of said plantation." These lots comprised the land that Martha 
Sanders had inherited from her father and which passed to Arthur on Martha's death. 
The petition was granted in December 1889* and the land was sold at public auction to 
highest bidders Georgia Daniel and Susan Partin in May 1890.*° 


Children of Arthur Newman and Canzada Shiver: 


All of the children were probably born in Pulaski County and three of them died in one 
week from typhoid fever: from the Hawkinsville Dispatch, Thursday, Dec. 23, 1880: 


"In the last issue of the Dispatch we announced the death of Mrs. Anna Kinchen, 
daughter of Mr. Arthur Newman, and stated that two other members of the family 
were seriously ill with typhoid fever. Since then both have died - Miss Rebecca 
died on Thursday last, and John, his youngest son, died on Friday last."4 


1. Catharine Newman, born on 14 July 1841, died on 21 December 1911, probably 
in Hawkinsville, Pulaski County where she is buried.*° She married William G.

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Hunt in about 1859 and they are both buried in Hunt Cemetery. Catharine was 
known as Aunt Puss by some Newman descendants and her niece, Mary Lou 
Newman, lived with her for a while after the death of Mary Lou's parents, Abe 

and Mollie (Conner) Newman.*° 

2. James Newman, born in about 1842 and died in battle at Savage's Station, 
Virginia (Henrico County) on 29 June 1862. On 24 March 1863 in Pulaski 
County, Arthur Newman gave a deposition for the purpose of obtaining any back 
pay, bounty or other allowances due to James at the time he died, stating that 
James was not married and had no children.*” 

3. Abraham William "Abe" Newman, born on 7 June 1843, died in Atlanta, Fulton 
County, Georgia on 27 August 1902.*® He married (1) Lucy Fenn on 8 March 
1864 in Dooly County,*? and (2) Mary Elizabeth "Mollie" Conner on 11 June 
1872.°° Abe's wife Lucy and their 2-year-old son Eli apparently died not long after 
appearing in the 1870 census." 

4. Sarah Jane Newman, born on 18 December 1845, died in Wills Point, Van Zandt 
County, Texas on 7 July 1919.°* She married David Franklin Matthews in Pulaski 
County on 18 December 1865, according to her widow's pension application”? (a 
marriage record has not been found). 

5. Georgia Anne Newman, born on 19 February 1848, died in Hawkinsville, Pulaski 
County on 18 December 1928.°* She married Stephen Daniel on 28 February 
1875.

8. Nancy Carolyn "Nannie" Newman, born on 25 October 1856 in Hawkinsville, 
Pulaski County, and died in Brookeland, Sabine County, Texas on 18 April 
1918. Nannie married Remus Romulus Woods on 5 October 1876.°° 

9. Mary Rebecca Newman, born in about 1857 based on her age in the 1880 
census, died on 16 December 1880. 

10. Arthur John Newman, born in about March 1860 based on the 1860 census and 
died on 17 December 1880. He married Emma Love on 10 September 1877 
and they had no children according to Arthur Newman's petition to the court 
requesting that the estate be appraised and a year's support be set aside for the 
widow.® 

11.Fanny Alice Newman, born in about 1862, based on her age in the 1880 census, 
and died before 4 October 1893 when her husband remarried.©° She married 
James Solomon Frink on 28 November 1880.°
